SLAVES OR SLAVS? 

‘* We have been slaves long enough, and 
it is time for us to be Slavs now,’ said 
Czernt Grornam when he | proclaimed 
Servia’s. independence of Turkey in 1806. 
This saying, though feeble enough as a jest, 
is formidably important as a political doc- 
trine. The one great consolidation of Sla- 
vonian nationality represented by Russia has 
hitherto stood like a single upright pillar 
amid a heap of ruins. Millions of. the once 
powerful Slavonic race are now vassals to 
the alien Austrian or to the - hostile Turk. 
A few, like Servia and Montenegro, . have. 
maintained or achieved a precarious inde- 
pendence, But all alike are. scattered; dis- 
jointed, denationalized, with no common 
rallying point or common interest to’ bind 
them together. The supplying of this want 
by the establishment of a great Slavonian 
federation has been for ages the dream. of 
the dispersed and downtrodden Slavs, and 
to this dream the events of 1877-8 have 
given form and‘ substance. Russia would 
doubtless approve such a federation, pro- 
vided she were allowed to be its President; 
but there are two other States who would as 
certainly not.approve it, and these are Aus- 
tria and Greece. 


' That. Greece ‘should object to sich a 
scheme is natural enough. Ever since she 
became independent, in 1829, she has clung 
to the hope of one day regaining the lost 
heritage of the Byzantine sovereigns, and 
founding a new Greek Empire upon. the 
ruins of Islam. Such an ambition, cher- 
ished by men who have so mismanaged their 
own small territory as to make it the by-word 
of Europe, is sufficiently absurd to justify 
the French sarcasm that Greece. should be 
called not ‘‘ Hellas,’’ but ‘‘Hélas,’’ (Alas!) 
But were the Greeks thrice as capable as 
they are; they have lost their chance of 
empire in \advance. The bitter memory of 
those evil days when ‘‘ Turks reigned and 
Greeks governed,’’ when the Greek deputy 
was the active and unscrupulous agent of 
the sluggish Moslem in grinding the latter’s 
Slavonian vassals, is too deeply branded into 
the soul of the Danubian Slav to be ever 
effaced. To this day there lingers among 
the shock-headed “‘Rayahs’’ of Bulgaria a 
proverb which you will often hear them 
quote with all the emphasis of hatred: ‘‘The 
Bulgar tills the soil; but the Greek guides 
the plow.’’ That. 10,000,000 Slavs, animated 


.by such feelings, should ever allow them- 


selves to be ruled by ye ee ae 
beyond belief. 

The objections of Austria to Slavonian 
unification, though not less selfish than those 


of Greece, are.at least better founded. The. 


success. of such a scheme would: not only 
check her advance toward the Algean via 
Bosnia, but would imperil her very exist- 
ence. - BismaRcx’s unscrupulous genius has 
already thrust her out of Germany into the 
Danube Valley.

gins ite silent work early in September. Itseizes | 


upon the leaves in full sap, and works a trans- 
formation: that would be impossible a few 
weeks later, when they were near the natural 
term of their existence and ready to fall. It 
returns to its task once every three or four 
nights, gently at first, only « chill at night- 
fall and a clear and bracing morning aif, and 
labors as if conscious of its work and watchful 
of its effects, until all the colors are laid on 
and ‘the splendid picture stands complete. 
Then there is commonly a week or two of 
milder weather. The sun’s rays beat .down 
ardently, as ‘in August, and the nights 
are. soft, The frost’s work is over 
then. “The cold that follows is not the 
forest-painting’ visitor . of the September 
nights, but a bitter and destroying portent of 
the ernel Winter, The. beauty of tlie woods 
vanishes at its coming. It strips the hill-sides 
of their’ many-hued raiment, and only stark 
skeletoris remain. 

It is delightful to watch the coming and pass- 
ing of Autumn’in New-England. The golden- 
rod, a watchfdl sentinel, first heralds its ap- 


proach, afar off. As early as the middle 


of August its yellow blossoms: cover 
the pastures": and “hide the ‘unsightly 
weeds .and brambles at. the roadside, 
The purple marguerite.follows closely, and 
profusely, peeping out of the tangle of stalks 
‘and ‘grasses wherever the golden-rod grows. 
A few. weeks later, but before any forest 
leaves ‘have’ turned, the sensitive sumac, 
even before it is touched by the frost, surprises 
the eye by a sudden change from dull green to 
a bright and beautiful red. It may be seen on 
steep elopes, in pastures where the cattle do not 
feed, in neglected spots about farm buildings, 
in: fence-corners, and at the roadside, wherever 
the farmer’s scythe spares its growth. At its 
root the poison ivy often grows, and about the 
same’ time, by the middle of September, 
usually, its leaves take on a glossy red hue. 
Then the woodbine clambering lawlessly- over 
whatever trees it can reach in swamps and 
delis, or swinging on a string from the cham- 
ber window, charms the eye with its brilliant 
red Ieayes. . Then comes the frost. The soft 
maples tell of its first visit, their ledves 
other 
forest trees show that they. have. felt 
the chill.) The. other maples and the beeches, 
oaks, poplars, and birches enjoy but a brief 
immunity, however. A sharp and unmistaka- 
ble frost nips-their tender twigs some night 
toward the end of September; and the observ- 
ant eye notes its effects in a hundred places in 
the landscape over which it sweeps. A great 
maple standing in the open land, by the bank 
of a stream, puts off its midsummer verdure 
in a single night for a coat of many colors, in 
which red predominates, with a sprinkling of 
yellow, and perhaps. a remnant of the green, 
now ed and’ faded, Sometimes half a 
tree-top will change, and the other half stub- 
bornly resist the frost for two weeks longer. 
Here and there, upon the wooded slopes; a 
maple or a poplar flames out a. week in ad- 
vance of its neighbors, and stands ea brilliant 
prophecy of the inevitable change. The pop-’ 
lar leaf turns.a waxen yellow, not glossy, but 
richer than the birch) Oaks supply the deepest 
tone inthe picture, a dark, subdued red. 

By the first week in October these changes, 
if not already accomplished, as is the case in 
years of exceptionally early frosts, are rapidly 
going on. .Ten days azo the Connecticut 
River Valley was in a blaze of splendor. The 
mountain visitor who overstays the usual va- 
cation-time is always richly repaid for ‘his 
morning shiverings by the delights of the home- 
ward journey through this yalley. The wide 
world cannot show a richer spectacle. The 
forest slopes’ are gorgeous with a wealth of 
color that enfaptures the soul and makes one 
forget art and nature alike in: deep admiration 
of what seems the wonderful handiwork of the

this is desirable, but it is not a sine qua non of 
successful parishes, nor is it desirable in the 
sense of: bringing together crowds of people 
who rush to hear preaching for which they are 
not willing to pay anything. It may be 
doubted whether persons who make no pecu-. 
niary response when they go to church are 
much improved by the services. Free churches 
are desirable chiefly when there is an offertory 
at every service and the people are tanght in a 
cheerful way what the giving of money means 
as an act of religious worship, In some locali- 
ties such churches, established, it must be con- 
fessed, upon a correct principle, will be highly 
prosperous; but it does not follow because the 
principle is. correct that the renting of the 
sittings in other churches is the worst thing in 
the world, of interferes materially with the 
spititual work of a Christian congregation. 
Most existing parishes, whether in one relig- 
ious body or anothér, have been-established 
upon the péw system, and our ‘people have 
more or less fallen in with the idea. The peo- 
ple have an instinctive dread of going where 
the services cost them nothing; at least the re- 
spectable portion have that feeling; and where 
the congregation is largely made up of those 
who move in essentially the same social circle 
it is a matter of comparative indifference 
whether the seats are free or rented,$ 

It is not so, however, in churches where all 
classes are represented. When you step off 
from Fifth-avenue, or go into the large country 
town, or even the village and hamlet, the con- 
ditions are changed. The principle is the same 
everywhere, but here the class distinction 
which rules in the fashionable city congrega- 
tion and works no evil if allowed to manifest 
itself works infinite harm. It practically says 
to the middle and poorer class, ‘‘I am better 
than you are,’ and, saying this, it effectually 
keeps those classes away. The sale of pews in 
thi¢ case is a great evil, and emphasizes a dis- 
tinction which Christian people ought to be 
superior to. At this point, it is wonderful to |, 
notice how little practical Christian thoughtful- 
ness there is among the -superior classes, 
Where, for instance, can another case be'found 
similar. to. that presented: in the fashionable 
Church of the Ascension, in this City, on any 
Sunday morning, where persons like’ Mr. 
Lioyp ASPINWALL, and many others of his 
social standing, are found sitting in different 
parts of the galleries, evidently as a matter of 
Christian principle, thus making the whole of 
that sacred edifice thoroughly cosmopolitan? 
Here is a practical way of untying the knot of 
class distinction. This church is not under- 
stood to be managed on the free-seat principle, 
but by a little chivalrous action on the part of 
individual members of the congregation a step 
has been taken, in the one place where every- 
thing should remind people of their equality 
before Gop, which has effectually lifted the 
whole congregation up to a higher spiritual 
plane. The atmosphere of the sacred edifice 
on Sundays is entirely changed by the action 
of the few. | The subject of free seats has been 
often mooted: in Grace Church by ite broad- 
tainded Rector, but it-is not yet known that 
this fashionable religious hostelry has entirely 
abolished the-distinctions which once furnished 
points of comment to our ¢hief: satirist. The 
free seats are well, but the mixing up of classes 
is, after all, the essential thing, Free seats 
perhaps more effectually. secure this end, but 


‘churches where they are the rule are frequent- 


ly made clannish by coteries of men or women 
who bring the “Iam holier than thou’’ into 
conspicuous notice. The great end and aim of 
religious congregations should be to secure an 
adequate representation of all sorts, and condi- 
tions of people.. This makes the healthy par- 
ish. It helps the rich and the poor at the same 
time, but in different ways. _ It makes a hearty 
and vigorous Christian community. It en- 
ables Christianity to deal at close. hand: with 
social problems. If free seats help this end 
the most, they should be preferred; if, on the 
other hand, rented sittings are preferred, and,’ 
asin Roman churches, are so managed as to | 
obliterate class distinctions, it is, perhaps, just 
as well. The danger of the advocates of free 
churches is that they talk too much like doc- 
trinatres. They are wiser in theory than in

Young old age, to name it such, has ite com- 
pensations, even its enticementa, But old: old 
age is dreary and’ distressing enough. If we 
could see it as it commonly is. before we have 
reached it, we should most earnestly beg of 
Fortune to preserve us from its privations and 
‘penalties. Should we not rather drop suddenly: 
from @ career of high satisfaction.and wide 
usefulness, with promise unredeemed, with 
future bright and beckoning, than 6 on to the 
ample . fulfillment and then _Steadily decay, 
becoming only a mournful memento of a past 
which should satirize our present? To die in 
the midst of laudable .activity, of enterprises 
uncompleted, of radiant dreams unrealized, 
may be very sad; but it is not one tithe so sad 
as to survive one’s self, to drag. about a super- 
annuated body after all that was best in it has 
been buried. Premature death is sure to be re- 
gretted many; the dead are like to be 
idealized for what they. have done, especially 
for what they might have done. But over- 
mature life is a source of sorrow that it had 
not ended sooner. To live too briefly may be 
unfortunate; to live too long is positively 
calamitous. 

It is not the very old, the decrepit. alone who 
live too long. .Many men, and not a few wom- 
en, who’ have not exceeded. middle age, who 
sometimes have not fairly passed their youth, 
have lived too long. They have survived their 
reputation; they have.come to great disap- 
pointment, sorrow, or shame; they have neg- 
lected some brilliant opportunity to die; they 
have not made their exit at the proper time, 
onthe proper scene. They do not see their 
error until they look. back, and retrieval is 
then too late. Thereis no -use, then; of their 
slipping off the planet; nobody is watching 
their movement with mingled envy and admi- 
ration; . nobody would miss their absence. 
They ‘feel this deeply, bitterly ; they cannot 


hundreds, perhaps thousands, of men in every 
populous town, both athome and abroad, who 
can turn to the past and see with clearness the 
hour and place where. they should have died. 
Retrospection illuminates their whole career 80 
as to reveal with lustre the exact point or 
pointe whence their departure would have been 
accompanied with mingied honor and sorrow. 

This is the mere worldly way of regarding 
life and its discontinuance. . But.it is the way 
that life is generally regarded by others, We 
may be sentimental and vapid respecting our 
ending, though we are reasonable and philo- 
sophic about the ending of those for whom we 
are not personally’ concerned. We think, in 
reviewing the antecedents of any public man, 
that we know when he should have gone. We- 
do not permit his. small conceits and human 
weaknesses to distort our judgment. So others 
ses, if they trouble themselves’ to take us into 
account, when we have walked too far upon 
the hard, crowded, struggling highway leading 
to the grave. We cannot choose when we 
shall be born or unborn; yet the dullest of us 
can perceive the best seazon for the final exodus 
of our neighbors,*as they can. perceive our 
season. Youth has its fascinations, its rewards, 
its illusions ; middle. age its comforts and com- 
pensations. We- ‘sorrow: for those who pass 
away before many years have fallen upon
